The Allegheny, which left this post yester- 
day afternoon, at two o’elock, under command 
of Capt. C. G. Wayne, when opposite Quaraa- 
tine island, fourteen miles below the city, struck 
a soag, which raked her fore and aft, tearing 
almost her entire bottom out. She swung with 
her bow up Wtream, aud commenced sinking 
rapidly in seventeen feet water, The deck pas- 
seagers were in imminent danger, many of 
them jumping into the water, and were, with 
the exception of one man, saved.
